The Charity which France hath teſtified to 
pacify our difſerences ts ſo great that it is be- 
come inecred:ble, ſo unſeaſonable that it is ſu- 
ſpetted,and ſo contrary to their former proceed. 
ings that it ts quite otherwayes underſtood. 
Philoſophers ſay » we cannot paſſe from one 
extremity to another without ſome mean; 1 
cannot ſee by what ſteps they are come to this 
perfett goodneſs, nor what good Genius car 
have made them in aninſtant ſo good friends 
of ſuch dangerous neighbours to us, I will 
paſſe my cenſure upon nothing , yet let me 
' have the liberty to judge of all. I find (6 
great a wonder in this change, that I find a 
conflict in my (elf to believeit. It is no com- 
mon marvell ,that thoſe who have for (o long 
atime beheld all Europe in a flames and could 
not be moved by the bloud and deftruition of 
ſo many people to caſt thereon one drop of wa- 
ters ſhould now have their bowells ſo tender as 
t0 compaſſionate the diſſenſions ariſing in a 
corner of the world which hath alwayes bn 
fatall rothem; That thoſe who have made it 
their ch:efe$t intereſt to divide us, (hould now 
wake it their glory to reunite us; That thoſe 
who place their reſt in our troubles, ſhould 
now apply their cares for our repoſe ; audthat

after they have caſt us down headlong » they 
ſhould reach u5 a plank for to come aſhore. 
Let the wiſe Reader here (whilſt I determine 
nothing ) allow me at leaſt a little diſtruſt ; 
it is the Mother of Safety. The Trojans » who 
could not be overcome by Armes y periſh't by 
a pledge of peace. All the French civilityes are 
faire and good; but in the bottome

Let us ſee what reaſons can oblige them to 
intereſt themſelves ſo paſſionately in our agree- 
ment. Is it Religion? ſurely no; for that which 
they profeſſe i; contrary to that of this King-

. their own, ought not to perſwad: us that they 


have much for ours, Is it for the inclination 
they have to peace? ſurely no; for if they 
eſteemed it a benefit » they would ſeek it firſt 
for themſelves. It is perhaps for an acknow- 
ledgement of their obligations to us in the late 
warresy and for the aſſiſtance we gave to thoſe 
of Rochel. [this would be truely Chriſtian 


indeed, to render us good for evill. They will 


ſay that they are the bands of blood and pa- 
rentagey which bind them to the Queen ; and 
Jet they have let the Mother beg her ſubſi-

tence andretreat among ſtrangers y which ſhe * 


could not find with them, and having beheld 
her without pitty and ſucconr in her greate$t 


extremities» they adviſe to offer her a remedy {| 


upon the declining of her ill. But if this be the 


reaſon of their admittance » I conceive them ns 


lawfull nor indifferent Mediators, ſince they F 3 


are ſo much concern'd in one of the parties. 
They will whiſper us in the eare , that the de- 
ſigne is to pacify usy and to ingage us in a 
league with them againſt the Spaniard; al- 
though atthe ſame time they deſigne Ambaſ- 
 ſadours for Munſter to endeavenr a peace with 
him. O,we ſhould wrong them very much to 
believe it , though they might ſeem in an hu- 
wour to deſireit of u; They are too gallant 
ſpirited to pretendit » they know that we are 
better adviſed then to ſerve them to pull ther 
Che (34t ont of the fire ; that a body recovering 
health from a long fickweſſe ought not to expoſe 
it ſelf to a violent agitation ; that the State will 


find it ſelf loaden with debts, and the Subjett 


' exbauſted by Contributions ; thatwe ought to 
preferre the evident profit of traffick before the 
uncertain vanity of a conqueſt; that Tea- 
lex fies being not yet removed, nor amulations 


by 
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ſuppreſb, all kindof arming would be ſuſpetted 
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| by the State, fearing leaſt ſome under preteuſe 
| of a forrain warre might ſtudy private rer 
venges or the oppreſſion of the publick liberty ; 


'F & that in the end it will be our gain to ſee them 
$ 4:al with Spain and to make our advantage of 
S# their troubles, or not to meddle at all with 
JF them, unleſſe by adding ſecretly (according to 


} - the revolution of affairs) a little weight to 
Þ them that ſhall be found the lighter. If then it 


be none of theſe motives, it remains that it 


| muſt be either Generoſity » or deceit. O Ge- 


| nerolity ( that hat. ſo long ſince withdrawn 
thy ſelf to heaven » there to kgep company with 
the faire Aſtrxzawuor rather, who wer't buried in 
France in the Sepulchre of Monſieur Gonin) 
4 # tr poſſible that thou ſhouldſt be riſen again 
| or that France ſhould have recall'd thee with

J that the firſt labour ſhe ſhould put thee to 
 (homldbein favour of England» againſt whom 
but few dayes ſince (he ſhewed ſuch violent re- 


ſentments » for an offence received by a pre- 


4 tended violation of the treaties which had paſt 


T between us? Truely if it be (he » we muſt reve- 
rence her with extraordinary reſpetts; but 


4 before we give her th: Honours due unto her, 
Þ we muſt honw ber » for fare of Idolarry in 
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adoring her maſque for her ſelf, or embracing 
a cloud in ſtead of a Goddeſſe, Let us give 
a thruſt with our launce into the Trojan horſe, 
to ſocif there be no ambuſh within. 

In walking lately with ſome French Gentle- 
men ( asthis nationis free enough of their diſ- 
conrſe) a word eſcaped from one of the com- 
pany without making reflexion (as I think) of 
what Countrey 1 was, That amongſt their 
Prophets there was one which ſaid, Thatthe 
Conqueſt of England was promiſed to their 
young King, This thought caſt into the aire 
though 1ncon ſideratly , ſeemed to me very cons 
ft derable ; and having given me an occaſion to 
refleft upon all things both paſt and preſent, it 
ſerved me as alight to guide me in the obſcu- 
rity of this Labyrinth , upon which before I 
had reaſoned but ſuperficially. From. thence 
being returned to my lodgingsT opened acciden- 
tally a book of Monſiear de Rohan, intitled The 
intereſt of the Princes of Chriſtendome, and 7 
fell preſently upon a paſſage where he ſaid, That 
one of the ſureſt wayes to make ones ſelf Ma- 
ſter of a States is to interpoſe and make himſelf 
arbiter of its differences. TI had no need of any 
oth:r O:dipus to expound to me the riddle of 
the. Propheſy , theſe firſt motives of ſuſpicion 
having 
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having caſt me into more profound thoughts, I 
revolved in my mind how France had maxaged 
the whole buſineſs,both before & ſince the begin- 
ng of our troubles, and weighed all the cir- 
cumStances of this Ambaſſage. Why ſuch a 
ſolemne Ambaſſage in a time when all things 
ſeem moſt exaſperated and furtheſt from ac- 
commoaation ® Why then not ſooner, while dif- 
ferences were net yet irreconcileable between 
the two parties? Why ſuch a warlike Prince, 
who is not experienced in the affaires of this 
K:ngadome » to manaſe 4 necotiation of a peace 
the moſt nice and intricate that the world at 
this time affords? Why at the ſame time levying 
of Souldiers in Normandy, when all the other 
troops are in their quarters? Why therefore 
(hould they ſupply one of the parties with mony, 
when they come to aft the per ſons of media- 
tours; if not to caſt wood and oyle into the flame? 
why at the ſame time an Agent inScotland, who 
propounds to them openly a League with France? 
Why begin they onely to turn their cares upon 
England, when they are wpon the point of con- 
cluding a peace with Spain? May not we 
well juage that itis to prepare themſelves for 
a new employment ? ſince they themſelves con- 
feſſe that therr boiling and nuquiet temper hath 


nee 
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need of continuall exerciſe , and that the onely 
means to prevent troubles at home , is conti= 
z8ally to furniſh them with matter whereupon 
to evacuate their choler abroad, Why doth 
onely France afford us this ſo ſuddain and un- 
expetted Charity , after all the freſh wounds 
which bleed yet among them becauſe of the ex- 
pulſion of the Capuchins , after the continuall 
cares ſhe hath taken for ſo many years to lay 
the foundation of our troubles by the ſecrer ne. 
gotiations of the Marquis of Blainyille, by the 
intriques of the Cardinal of Richelieu with 
- Buckingham » by the long plots in Scotland, 
and by the open ſollicitations of the Marquis 
de la Fert? by all which they ſometimes incited 
the Kings miniſters to make him independent 
«nd abſolute, offering to that purpoſe their aſſi- 
 ftancey andanoue they ſollicited the States to 


ſhake off the yoak of ſervitude , finally they 


transformedthem[elves into athouſand diffe-- 


rent ſhapes, till having plunged us deep enough 
6 the gulf, they then call back their Ambaſ- 
ſage) to give in appearance ſome ſatisfaition to 
the King , but in trath becauſe his commiſſion 
was expired. May not we well conclude from all 
this;that they will naw reape the fruitsthey have 
ſo carefully ſawn and cultivated among ft us ? 
From 
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From theſe conſiderations falling inſenſibly on 
thoſe of England» what need (ſaid I iv my 
ſelf) have we of the intermedaling of ſtran- 
gers? are they more verſedin our miereſts then 
our ſelves? can they afford more expedients? 
are they more ſenſible of our miſeries then thoſe 
that ſuffer them? Is it to exhort us, or to 
conſtrain us ? the firſt is ſuperfluous ; the ſe- 
cond dangerous, It muſt needs be that either in 
theone caſe they thinkto go beyond us in wit, or 
in the other to maſter us by force. If peacebe 
profitable for us, have we any need either of a 
Maſter to make us know our advantage » or of 
an Oratour to per (wade us to it ? If itbe hurt- 
fwll to us, we ought to give them thanks for 


their advice, but follow that which 1s better. If 
the peace be feaſible » why ſhould we leave the 


£lory of it to others ? if impoſsible, why looſe 
| time in making vain propoſitions ? why ſhould 
| we acquaint ſtrong and ambitious neighbours, 

and truſt the Philiſtins with the ſecret of our 
force? Muſt England, that hath in times paſt 
compelled France to purchaſe peace, be now con” 
ſtrained to beg it of her ? that one of the moſt 
conſiderable and flouriſhing Monarchies of the 
world ſhould ſerve for matter of ſport to the 
vaxity of the French , and be the firſt pox 


whom 
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"6 Ny exerciſe the Title they give them- 
ſelves of being Arbiters of Chriſtendome? 
What Counſel then ſhall we follow in this en- 
counter ? That of good and wiſe Nature, who 
having ſeparated us from all other Nations by a 
va#t and deep trench, ſilently teacheth us, that 
the principle of our ſubſiſtence is in our ſelves, 
and that we ought not to ſubmit our govern- 
ment to the arbitrement of others 
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
